ASSESSMENT TROUBLE. 

OPENING BURLINGTON AVENUE. 

Another attempt will be made today 
to agree upon a plan for assessing the 
cost of opening Burlington avenue from 
Twelfth to Pico street. The special 
committee of the City Council that was 
appointed to adjust the assessment, 
consisting of Bowen, Walker and Todd, 
has hed no end of trouble with the 
matter. Already the assessment has 
been revised three times, and there 
seems to be more dissatisfaction than 


ever. 

Burlington avenue is the first street- 
opening case before the City Council 
since the Supreme Court decided that 
streets must be opened under the char- 
ter instead of the State law. The as- 
sessment district, which is certainly 
drawn on fearful and wonderful lines 
when the amount of benefits is con- 
sidered, is of irregular shape and ex- 
tends from Tenth street on the north to 
Sixteenth street on the south, and is 
of considerable width. Property owners 
in a great part of the territory assert 
that they are not benefited in the least 
and that they never desired to have the 
street opened. This district was fixed 
by the last Council and bequeathed as 
a heritage to the present municipal 
legisiature. 

Under the charter ise was incumbent 
upon the Council to fix the method of 
assesement, and a mittee Was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the matter. 
This committee met with a surprise 
almost immediately. It discovered that 
a great amount of work was involved in 
properly graduating the assessment so 
as to place the cost according to bene- 
fits received. Not only was it hard to 
decide just what property was bene- 
fited dnd to What extent, but a great 
amount of expert clerical work had to 
be done in figuring out the assessment 
#0 as to make both ends meet. Under 
these circumstances the members of the 
special committee threw up their hands 
and engaged Col. W. G. Schreiber as 
expert accountant. Col. Schreiber 
served in the same capacity under the 
street-opening commission which was 
appointed by the Council in accordance 
with the Btate law, and he brought 
to the task a knowledge-gained through 
long experience. But Burlington ave- 
nue proved quite the most difficult 
problem he has had to deal with, No 
two of the Councilmen could agree on 
what adgsesament they desired, and 
after working the figures over three 
times the matter seems no nearer solu- 
tion than before. 

On the property which is directly af- 
fected by the improvement, the as- 
sessment, according to the last diag- 
nosis, ran as high as $1.40 a front foot, 
while at the lower end of the distri¢t 
the assessment was as low as 10 and-15 
cents a front foot. Between these two 
extremes the entire cost of $6100 has 
been assessed upon the property. The 
chief objection to the assessment comes 
from those who will have to pay about 
80 and 90 cents a front foot as matters 
now stand. They offer a few thousand 
reasons to show that they have been 
assessed more than the amount of the 
benefit. From an animated debate the 
discussion has grown into a bitter con- 
troversy, and the special committee 
will have plenty to think about when 
the matter is taken up today.
